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The Deer Creek Scenic Railroad 
in Heber City, operator of the 
Heber Creeper steam train will be 
exhibiting two reproduction 1865- 
era railroad passenger coaches. 

The cars, which were purchased 
from the Henry Ford Museum in 
Dearborn, Michigan, were built to 
resemble the railroad cars in 
which the famous inventor, 
Thomas Edison, worked as a boy. 
One of the cars is fitted as a 
passenger coach, and the other is 
fitted out as a baggage car 
including the benches where 
young Tom Edison conducted his 
experiments. The cars, which 
were completed in 1926 by the 
Ford Company Rouge Plant 
Railroad Shop, are exact replicas 
of an 1865 Jackson & Sharp 
passenger coach. 

The cars will be on display June 
23, and 24th at the Heber Creeper 
parking lot in Heber City. They 
will then be moved into storage 
until a locomotive from that era is 
restored, and will then be put into 
limited usage. At that time, Heber 
Creeper will be able to offer a ride 
on the oldest, regularly scheduled 
train operation in the century.
